AN EDITOR ON THE LAW 
- y LIBEL; 
In the course of a speech at the annual 
banquet of the South Wales' Press Beacfit and 
. Superannuation Society, Lascelles. Carr, 
editor of the Western Mail, a gentleman who. 
‘has figured very prominently In law courts in 
defence of his rights as a journalist, gave some 
amusing illustrations of the present atate of the 
_, law of libel as affecting English newspapers,. He 
saiditseemedto him that the press, asrepresented 
by newspaper profirietors required am extension 
of the benefit. sccicty system. The press had to 
pursue its course amidst dangers which beset no 
otherprofession: Ifa barrister mulled the case 
of his client, a misfortune which had happened 
—(laughter)—in far off regions and ‘at remote 
periods—(loud Inughter)—there was no tribunal 
to which he was amenable, and he got: no 
damages or costs given against him. And 
a0 with other. professions, If a dentist. took 
out the wrong tooth or a doctor tcok off the 
wrang leg the victims could not recover damages 
unless they could prove a very gross and cu! r 
able case of negligence, (Laughter) But ta 
such cases negligence waa never proved. The. 
_culprit’s’ brother professionals, ff the. case 
‘came into court, gathered around bim and | 
deposed that, under the circumstances, the 
operation was reasonable, (Loud laughter.) 
Yf‘n newspape?,. however, made « m take, 
and even, newspapers—although’ they, would 
scarcely credit the naceriion—-(laughter)—were 
fallible (renewed laughter), the Court had nothing 
to.do with motives, and the judge and jury 
gladly hailed’ the opportunity of paying bac! is 
Kind the critic whom they feared, (Laughter 
and applause.) Hz, (the “spsaker) sometimes 
thought that ifthey could only get a jury of press- 
mea, with a judge selected from one of the news- 
paper offices in Cardiff, and bad submitted to 
‘them thecaseofevery professionalman who made: 
mistakes, and if tney might be armed with 
the power of giving damages and costs, they 
would do something, he would not say to purify, 
but to quicken .the wits of other professions and 
make them remarkably aleit, (Laughter.) This 
happy time would never com car, hear 
but in the meanwhile {t seemed to him that 
what they really wanted was a benefit seciety 
ataried .to succour. the newspaper proprietors, 
who so often got into undeserved trouble 
for libel. (Laughter.) He would not say any- 
" thing about the law of libel, though by this 
time he might almcst be considered an expert io 
that branch of the law. (Laughter) The views 
he held on that ‘subject had caused great and 
lamentable differences of opinion between him- 
self and many eminent members of the beach, 
: and he regreited that the gentlemen from whose 
opinions he differed could give practical effect 
to their’ views in a’ manner he. could not 
afford to despise. (Renewed laughter.) How- 
ever, there was compensation for every evil 
under the sun." If the newspaper press suffered, 
the members of the ‘“Ivng robe” who had 
successfal libel actions were the gainers, It had

Ing; but at sea the almost constant prevalence 
of tonic and refreshing breezes averts this draw- 
back. Perbaps the most unique advantage ofthe 
ocean voyage {s the absence of all the usual cares 


andexcitementoflife. Letters, telegrams, news- |” 


papers, appointments, visitors, none. of these 
trouble the voyager on the high. seas, This 
restfulness and freedom from worry, so invaluable 
in many cases of nervous’ breakdown, can only 
be obtained upon the long sea ‘voyage, As 
regards the question of cookery at sea, we think 
ft would be a mistake to make a very grave 
diffictilty about it, Persons whocan only subsist 
upon a purcly invalid dietary are, in nine cases 
out of ten, wholly unguitable for the sea voyage, 
and should try some other mode of treatmeat.. 
‘Tothose who can digest rotid food, and who have 
enough self-control to .avoid injurious dainties, 
the bill-offare on good vessels prestnts an ample 
variety of wholesome articles, The heat of the 
Red Sea and the cold of the Southern Ocean will 
be best met by the, invalid choosing the proper 
season for his voyage. .The Red Sea can be 
traversed without serious inconvenience from 
November, to April, and the cold of the South 
Seas, although often considerable, can be en- 
countered with comparative impunity during the 
sommer of those regions, ‘ The real difficulty in 
this latter case is that the captains of sailing 
vessels are often tempted to run too far to the 
south, on account of the favourable winds which 
commonly prevail ia those high latitudes. We 
may see that benefit may be fairly hoped from 
the sea voyage from the. following cases:— 
"Nervous break down from over-work excessive 
study, or harassing cares; impaired con- 
valescence after epscifi¢ fevers or acute disears ; 
scrofulous affections; diseases of bones and 
Joints ; some forms of apcemia ; kt phthisis, 
‘The lastcaseisthe mostimportant/of al especially 
as we believe the sea voyage owes by far the 
largest part of the odium and discredit -which 
hava fallen upon it in some quarters 
tothe utterly unjustifiable and mistaken policy 
of sending advanced cased of phthisis to sea, 
Inasmuch as such persons often undertake 2 
voyage ‘in defiance of medical advice, it is 
obviously unfair to blame the profession for all 
the disasters which so often befall. this class of 
{nvalids, We may sum up our view of this 
somewhat hotly-controverted question by say- 
ing that the oceanic climate is one of high 
salubrity and great adaptability to many ‘cased’ 
of disease ; that to obtain its advantages prac-* 
titioners must ‘Impress upon their patients 
the necessity of endeavouring to secure com- 
fortable quarters, pure alr by’ day and nigh’ 
and “a wholesome and sufficiently varie 
dietary; of arranging the time and direction of 
thelr voyages so as to secure a maximum of fine 
and temperate weather with a minimum of 
extremes; of In most ‘cases. preferring the 
monotony of the long ocean voyage.to the 
excitement of a coasting trip; and that, lastly, 
‘an invalid must only undertake the very serious 
step of deciding’ upon a long voyage when he 
has been assured by competent medical authority 
case’ is such as’ to afford reasonable 
hope of benefit from ‘this much-abused, but 
nevertheless invaluable, resource of therapentics.
